NFC US Desirous Of 
International Kinship 

OTTAWA, Oct. 6 (CUP) — After finally settling its own internal problems last 
yeaiy a more- confident National Federation of Canadian University Students launched its 
twenty-second conference here Sunday with an international goal in view 



Addressing a symposium on in- 
ternational affairs, NFCUS Pre- 
sident, Walter Tarnopolsky said 
support should be given students 
in Iraq, Algeria and Cuba, des- 
pite difficulties in separating stu- 
dent issues from political ones. 

Tarnopolsky pointed out that 
Algerian students who lost their 
French scholarships because of 
the crisis were immediately offe- 
red scholarships by East Germa- 
ny, and he warned Western stu- 
dent groups that they stood to 
lose more .by ignoring such is- 
sues. 

He ahso told delegates that 
the last four presidents of the 
Cuban Students Union had either 
been killed of imprisoned. by Ba-' 
tista. "Students in countries un- 
der colonial influence are to- 
morrow's leaders," he said. "For 
our own self-preservation, we ha- 
ve to support them In their rights 
or abdicate the role we should 
be playing."

Gif t Announced At 
Fall Convocation

A gift of $4.5 million to the University by long-time 
benefactor J. \V. McConnell was revealed by Principal and 
.Vice-Cliancellor F. Cyril James at yesterday's Fall Convo- 
cation. 

Dr. James made the unexpected announcement at the 
beginning of the ceremony, in which degrees were conferred 
upon 209 graduates. Four distinguished visitors received 
honorary degrees. « 

The donation is the latest in a series by Air. McConnell, 
who is Senior Governor of McGill and former publisher of 
the Montreal Star. He subscribed $1.5 million to the 
McGill Fund in 1956, as well as $430,000 to the Gardner- 
James Fund. He gave $250,000 to the 1948 McGill Fund, and 
miscellaneous donation's amounting to $105,000 in the same 
year. 

Of the $4.5 million, $2 mil- 
lion will be devoted to a 
scholarship fund for students 
in the Faculty of Enginee- 
ring and the Science division 
of the Faculty of Arts and 
j Science. The rest, said Dr. 
James, will defray the cost 
of the new Engineering 
Building, whose cornerstone 
was laid yesterday by Chan- 
cellor R. E. Powell as part 
of the Founder's Day pro- 
ceedings. The building will 
be named for Mr. McConnell.

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A Magnificent Gift 

Mr. J. W. McConnell, Senior Governor of McGill, has 
once again demonstrated in a most tangible way his sincere 
interest in the future of the university. His gift of four 
and one half million dollars, to be used for the completion 
of the new engineering building as well as scholarships in 
engineering and science, Is deeply appreciated by all of us. 

Through the years, Mr. McConnell has been one of the 
most ardent supporters of McGill. The Neurological Instl- 
tute, the Winter Stadium and the J. W. McConnell Memo- 
rial Scholarship Fund, are some of the results of his gene- 
rosity. And always his gifts - are presented in the quiet 
dignified manner befitting a truly great philanthropist. 

This money will be of great assistance to the univer- 
sity but we must remember that we can never depend on 
one man alone, no matter how munificent he may be, to 
support a great institution such as McGill. Individual con- 
tributors, friends of McGill, will always be required for 
expansion and special projects but the ever-increasing costs 
of day to day administration demand a far larger, more 
reliable source. 

Gifts such as those of Mr. McConnell help to relieve 
a difficult situation, but they afford only temporary relief, 
The urgency of McGill's plight remains relatively un- 
changed. Fees are high and salaries low. The question of 
federal or provincial grants, the solution of which will mark 
the beginning of a new era for the university, is still with 
us. It is only when we have acted on this all-important 
issue that McGill will once again be called "Queen of the 
colleges, dear Old McGill". 

Special Issue 

The issue of Federal grants to universities in the Pro- 
I vince of Quebec readily lends itself to sensationalism. 

Our colleagues of the Toronto Varsity decided to make 
the most of it, and published a special issue on Quebec. It 
is, perhaps, the first time that an examination of problems 
particular to Quebec has been done outside of the Province 
by a college newspaper. 

! - The Varsity should be commended for taking an Inte- 
rest in provincial affairs of provinces other than its own. 
It is, however, most unfortunate that they decided to try 
the approach of the sensation-seeking press, and thus spoil- 
ed what might have been a good way to alert their reading 
public to the problems facing students of this Province. 

• 

Their effort to make big black headlines out of the 
state of affairs in Quebec has turned the issue against 
French Canada. 

I • We were surprised to find a fleur-de-lis, superimposed 
J on a cross, much resembling the swastika. We also found a 
, cartoon which alleges a comparison between the Premier 
I of this Province and the man who led Germany in World 
I War II. There can be little doubt that they have forsaken 
common sense for sensation. The comparison is not only 
inaccurate, and in bad taste, but lends the whole effort an ' 
air of irresponsibility, and oversimplification. 

! '. Little do the editors of the Varsity realize that a large 
segment of the French population of this Province is not 
especially favourable to the present government, and that 
a considerable proportion of the English population of the 
Province is in support of it. 

Unfortunately, there are people of all political views 
Who agree with the policy Premier Duplessis is following 
in respect to education, and it is only by intelligent presen- 
tation of the issues that they will be influenced to change 
their ideas.

More About Money 

To the Editor, 

The comments of Dr McCord 
Wright on the nrtlcle by Louis 
Donolo regarding University 
finance seem to require close 
scrutiny in the light of present 
events. 

It is suggested that my former 
colleague, Mr. Donolo, has mis. 
represented the problem of gov- 
ernment grants to education, 
especially to McGill. Dr. Wright 
feels these neither necessary 
nor desirable. 

To deal with the matter of 
desirability, most of us are well 
aware of Dr. Wright's distrust 
of socialism in any form and we 
can on the whole agree with his 
very Informed views. However, 
the contention of Dr.- Wright 
that, "They (the grants) are in- 
evitably the means ... of impo^ 
ing . . . ideological uniformity" 
seems to my mind to require 
some evidence. It is difficult to 
see .how The National Confer- 
ence of Canadian Universities is 
gelling out university autonomy 
by accepting government grants. 
It is difficult to see that this 
has happened at those univers 
ities which have accepted aid In 
Canada; it is even more difficult 
to. see that this has happened in 
England. It may be, Mr. Editor, 
that Dr. Wright has sinfully re- 
frained from presenting evi- 
dence because he does not feel 
the urgency of the situation. 
This brings me to the second 
part of the professor's argu- 
ment. 

How necessary is it that Mc- 
Gill receive NOCU and/or other 
government grants? "Not at all," 
says Dr. Wright. Tuition fees at 
McGill are "absurdly low" com- 
pared to the U.S. we are told. 
We can understand that the pro- 
fessor's knowledge of the United 
States' universities is extensive, 
but there are some of us who 
have examined few of the Can- 
adian universities and have 
found McGill to be by far the 
highest in the country, although 
the courses given by the "Pro- 
fessor himself are no doubt 
thoroughly, worth-while, It Is 
still felt by some students that 
a charge of $550 for five courses 
in Arts is "absurd", but not quite 
in the same direction as sug 
gested by the professor. Dr. 
Wright suggests a 25% rise in 
fees and is inclined to think 
that this would not damp en. 
rollment. Such a statement re- 
flects only a total lack of under- 
standing of the situation of stu- 
dents and would-be students of 
.today. 

Although a man of the high 
calibre of Dr. McCord Wright, 
can hold most deservedly I am 
sure,- and most fortunately foi 
McGill students, an endowed 
, chair at the university, the sal 
ary scale of other professors at 
McGill is the lowest in Canada 
• Perhaps some day, this com- 
parison will be possible, and 1 
hope for such a day, much as

Bissell Speaks 
At Convocation 

Dr, Bissell, a graduate of the 
university he now heads, address- 
ed the Convocation on the. simila- 
rities between McGill and the 
University of Toronto. He empha- 
sized their great réputations and 
responsibility, and commented 
in particular ort the importance 
of graduate faculties in training 
the leaders and the teachers of 
years to come. 

The Toronto . president also 
touched on the question of uni- 
versity financing. Despite the 
growing role of the government, 
he said, "there can never be any 
substitute for individual gene- 
rosity". He expressed concern 
over the possibility of lack of 
support, declaring that it might 
prove fatal to the aims of the 
universities. 

IÂRLY HISTORY 

Dr. Bissell recalled some of the 
early history of McGill and To- 
ronto, and how the two were, 
in many ways, interconnected. He 
referred to the Rev. John Strong, 
founder of Trinity College and 
King's College, now incorporated 
in the University of Toronto. 
Strong was instrumental in per- 
suading James McGill to leave 
his property and an endowment 
for the founding of this univer- 
sity. 

The laying of the Engineering 
Building cornerstone took place 
at 12:15 pm at the site at Uni- 
versity and Milton. The stone 
contains a record of the names 
of 4,000 who gave time and mo* 
ney towards the realization of 
the new structure. 

In his address at the ceremony, 
Chancellor Powell outlined the 
development of McGill's enginee- 
ring facilities. Specially equipped 
and designed facilities are vital 
in the study of modern science, 
he said, both for educating and 
stimulating students.

OTTAWA, Oct. G (CUP) — After finally settling its own internal problems last 
year, a more confident National Federation of Canadian University Students launched its 
twenty-second conference here Sunday with an international goal in view- 



Addressing a symposium on in- 
ternational affairs, NFCUS Pre- 
sident, Walter Tarnopolsky said 
support should be given students 
in Iraq, Algeria and Cuba, des- 
pite difficulties in separating stu- 
dent issues from political ones. 

Tarnopolsky pointed out that 
Algerian students who lost their 
French scholarships because of 
the crisis were immediately offe- 
red scholarships by East Germa- 
ny, and he warned Western stu- 
dent groups that they stood to 
lose more by ignoring such is- 
sues. 

He. also told delegates that 
the last four presidents of the 
Cuban Students Union had either 
been killed or imprisoned by Ba- 
tista. "Students in countries un- 
der colonial influence arev to- 
morrow's' leaders," he said. "For 
our own self-preservation, we ha- 
ve to. support them in their rights 
.or abdicate, the role we- should 
be . playing."

Gif t Announced A t 
Fall Convocation

A gift of $4.5 million to the University by long-time 
benefactor J. W. McConnell was revealed by Principal and 
Vice-Chancellor F. Cyril James at yesterday's Fall Convo- 
cation. 

Dr. James made the unexpected announcement at the 
beginning- of the ceremony, in which degrees were conferred 
upon 209 graduates. Four distinguished visitors received 
honorary degrees. 

The donation is the latest in a series by Mr. McConnell, 
who is Senior Governor of McGill and former publisher ot 
the Montreal Star. He subscribed $1.5 million to the 
McGill Fund in 1956, as well as $430,000 to the Gardner- 
James Fund. He gave $250,000 to the 1948 McGill Fund, and 
miscellaneous donations amounting to $105,000 in the same 
year. 

Of the $4.5 million, $2 mil- 
lion will be devoted to a 
scholarship fund for students 
in the Faculty of Enginee- 
ring and the Science division 
of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. The rest, said Dr. 
James, will defray the cost 
of the new Engineering 
Building, whose cornerstone 
was laid yesterday by Chan- 
cellor R. E. Powell as part 
of the Founder's Day pro- 
ceedings. The building will 
be named for Mr. McConnell.

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A Magnificent Gift 

, Mr. J. \V. McConnell, Senior Governor of McGill, has 
once again demonstrated in a most tangible way his sincere 
interest in the future of the university. His gift of four 
and one half million dollars, to be used for the completion 
of the new engineering building as well as scholarships in 
engineering and science, is deeply appreciated by all of us 

Through the years, Mr. McConnell has been one of the 
most ardent supporters of McGill. The Neurological Insti- 
tute, the Winter Stadium and the J. W. McConnell Memo- 
rial Scholarship Fund, are some of the results of his gene- 
rosity. And always his gifts are presented in the quiet 
dignified manner befitting a truly great philanthropist. 

This money will be of great assistance to the univer- 
sity but we must remember that we can never depend on 
one man alone, no matter how munificent he may be, to 
support a great institution such as McGill. Individual con- 
tributors, friends of McGill, will always be required for 
expansion and special projects but the ever-increasing costs 
of day to day administration demand a far larger, more 
reliable source. 

Gifts such as those of Mr. McConnell help to relieve 
a difficult situation, but they afford only temporary relief. 
The urgency of McGill's plight remains relatively un- 
changed. Fees are high and salaries low. The question of 
federal or provincial grants, the solution of which will mark 
the beginning of a new era for the university, is still with 
us. It is only when we have acted on this all-important 
issue that* McGill will once again be called "Queen of the 
colleges, dear Old McGill". 

Special Issue 

The issue of Federal grants to universities in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec readily lends itself to sensationalism. 

Our colleagues of the Toronto Varsity decided to make 
the most of it, and published a special issue on Quebec. It 
is, perhaps, the first time that an examination of problems 
particular to Quebec has been done outside of the Province 
by a college newspaper. * 

The Varsity should be commended for taking an inte- 
rest in provincial affairs of provinces other than its own. 
It is, however, most unfortunate that they decided to try 
the approach of the sensation-seeking press, and thus spoil- 
ed what might have been a good way to alert their reading 
public to the problems facing students of this Province. 

Their effort to make big black headlines out of the 
state of affairs in Quebec has turned the issue against 

French Canada. 

• 

We were surprised to find a fleur-de-lis, superimposed 
on a cross, much resembling the swastika. We also found a 
cartoon which alleges a comparison between the Premier 
of this Province and the man who led Germany in World 
War II. There can be little doubt that they have forsaken 
common sense for sensation. The comparison is not only 
inaccurate, and in bad taste, but lends the whole effort an 
air of irresponsibility, and oversimplification. 

Little do the editors of the Varsity realize that a-large 
segment of the French population of this Province is not 
especially favourable to the present government, and that 
a considerable proportion of the English population of the 
Province is in support of it. 

Unfortunately, there are people of all political views 
who agree with the policy Premier Duplessis is following 
• in respect to education, and it is only by intelligent presen- 
tation of the issues that they will be influenced to change 
their ideas.

More About Money 

To the Editor, 

The comments of Dr McCord 
Wright on the article by Louis 
Donolo regarding University 
finance seem to require close 
scrutiny in the light of present 
events. 

It is suggested that my former 
colleague, Mr. Oonolo, has mis 
represented the problem of gov- 
ernment grants to education, 
especially to McGill. Dr. Wright 
feels these neither necessary 
nor desirable. 

To deal with the matter of 
desirability, most of us are well 
aware of Dr. Wright's distrust 
of socialism in any form and we 
can on the. whole agree with his 
very informed views. However, 
the contention of Dr. Wright 
that, "They (the grants) are in- 
evitably the means ... of Impos- 
ing... ideological uniformity" 
seems to my mind to require 
some evidence. It is- difficult to 
see how The National Confer- 
ence of Canadian Universities is 
selling out university autonomy 
by accepting government grants. 
It is difficult to see that this 
has happened at those univers 
ities which have accepted aid in 
Canada; it is even more difficult 
to see that this has happened in 
England. It may be, Mr. Editor, 
that Dr. Wright has sinfully re- 
frained from presenting evi- 
dence because he does not feel 
the urgency of the situation. 
This brings me to the second 
part of the professor's argu. 
ment. 

How necessary is it that Mc- 
Gill receive NCCU and /or other 
government grants' "Not at all," 
says Dr. Wright. Tuition fees at 
McGill are "absurdly low" com- 
pared to .the U.S. we are told. 
We can understand that the pro- 
fessor's knowledge of the United 
States' universities is extensive, 
but there are some of us who 
have examined few of the Can- 
adian universities and have 
found McGill to be by far the 
highest in the country, although 
the courses given by the Pro- 
fessor himself are no doubt 
thoroughly worth-while, it is 
still felt by some students that 
a charge of $550 for five course* 
in Arts is "absurd", but not quite 
in the same direction as sug 
gested by the professor. Dr. 
Wright suggests a 25% rise in 
fees and is inclined to think 
that this would not damp en- 
rollment. Such a statement re- 
flects only a total lack of under- 
standing of the situation of stu- 
dents and would-be students of 
today. 

Although a man of the high 
calibro of Dr. McCord Wright, 
can hold mast deservedly I am 
sure, and most fortunately foi 
McGill students, an endowed 
chair at the university, the sal 
ary scale of other professors at 
McGill is the lowest in Canada 

Perhaps some day, this com- 
parison will be possible, and 1 
hope for such a day, much as

Dr. Wright does. I suggest, how- 
ever, that the facts, the real- 
ities, and, indeed, the ugliness 
of today must be recognized and 
cannot be wished away. Not to 
see this can only strengthen the 
hand of those who would give 
nothing to higher education.

Bissell Speaks 
Al Convocation 

Dr. Bissell, a graduate of the 
! university he now heads, address- 
ed the Convocation on the simila- 
rities between McGill and the 
University of Toronto. He empha- 
sized their great reputations and 
responsibility, and commented 
in particular on the importance 
of graduate faculties in training 
the leaders and the teachers of 
years to come. 

The Toronto president also 
touched on the question of uni- 
versity financing. Despite the 
growing role of the government, 
he said, "there can never be any 
substitute for individual gene 
rosily". He expressed concern 
over the possibility of lack of 
support, declaring that it might 
prove fatal to the aims of the 
universities. 

EARLY HISTORY 

Dr. Bissell recalled some of the 
early history of McGill and To- 
ronto, and how the two were, 
in many ways, interconnected. He 
referred to the Rev. John Strong, 
founder of Trinity College and 
King's College, now incorporated 
in the University of Toronto. 
Strong was instrumental In per- 
suading James .McGill to leave 
his property and an endowment 
for the founding of this univer 
sity. • x 

The laying of the Engineering 
Building cornerstone took place 
at 12:15 pm at the site at Uni- 
versity and Milton. The stone 
contains a record of the names 
of 4,000 who gave time and mo 
ncy towards the realization of 
the new structure. 

In his address at the ceremony, 
Chancellor Powell outlined the 
development of McGill's enginee- 
ring facilities. Specially equipped 
and designed facilities are vital 
in the study of modern science, 
' he said, both for educating and 
stimulating students.
